both, indeed, « xtremly well managed, and in my 0. 
| pinion, extremly alike—they have the same coursge, 


the same undaunted ambition, uncu'bed freedom of 
will, and spirited fortitude in the hour of destruc. 
tion. They coth are conscious of their ingratitude 
and wickedness—bo'h stubborn and reléntless, and, 
even in the midst of their success, they seem to feel 
a boding of the consequence. The address of the 
arch i fidel to the sun is a neble description of the 
remorse at endunt on conscience; it shows, that 
even Lucifer h mself could not but find its sting. 
Macbeth, in aimost every situation, confesses his 
guilt, yet plunges into deeds of tenfold horror. La« 
dy Macbeth might also be introduced here—but fee 
male tenderness denies her savage temper. The 
most apparent touch that distinguishes Macbeth 
from Satan is in cowardice and mean prévarication. 
He exclaims, 


* Thou canat not say I did it,’ 


to Banquo’s ghost, beeause he only commanded his 
ager Milton's hero glorified in his undoing, 
and, 


* Fierce with grasping arms, 
Clash’d on his sounding shield the din of war, 
Hurling defiance to the vault of heav'n’ 


Shakspeare is like a cataraet; at one time rush. 
ing through rocks and caverns, foaming and ter- 
rify ing, then sivking into a sluggish calm, with no. 
thing but the dudb/es of his formes sublimity. Mil. 
ton is a fu'l, overflow river: and, like the river to 
the sea, hastening towwds his ilbistrious design, 
never pausing, and seldom dangerous to the pas- 
sengirs—The very foibles of one delusive and 
chai ming, but the other, if ever he should descend, 
is flat. and lia’ le to inferiority frm the natureo 
his performance. The wild scenéry of Shakspe 
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$- the unconnected magic of Merlin, variousty di- ;; 


verting > that of Siilton is like Plin’s Alysium 
encha ang, yet built on the basis of an op con 
wh eh bears the aii of probabilty. 

In a word, the former was a man of many faults 
ard many virtues: the latter nearly a paitern of 
perfection— pe: fection a ta ned by 
learning. Shakspeare was the child o; fancy: Mil. 
ton the child of judgment. Millon was the poet 
and critic too—Sbakspeare the poct only —but such
